No  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year. 

Immunisation. 

The  Annual  Immunisation  programme  against  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus 
was  continued  during:  the  year. 

170  children  under  the  age  of  5 years  received  a full  course  of 
primary  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  said  Tetanus.  8 children  under 
5 years  received  a reinforcing  injection  against  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus. 

4-13  school  children  received  a reinforcing  injection  against 
Diphtheria  and  3&0  a reinforcing  injection  against  Tetanus. 

A further  223  school. children  had  a primary  course  against  tetanus 
and  30  against  Diphtheria. 

The  percentage  of  school  children  who  have  been  immunised  against 
Diphtheria  is  88.79%  ana  against  Tetanus,  79*16% 

An  intensive  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  campaign  was  held 
in  the  schools  this  year.

Ail  the  domiciliary  midwives  held  the  certificate  in  gas  and  air 
analgesia  administration  and  were  equipped  with  a Trilene  Analgesia  Machine. 

Pethidine  only  was  given  in  63  cases,  Trilene  was  administered  in  76 
cases  and  with  Pethidine  in  222  cases. 

Ante -Natal  Clinics. 

There  are  two  ante-natal  clinics  in  the  Division  which  are  held  at 
Pontefract  and  Knott ingley.  During  the  year  2b2  patients  attended.  The  total 
number  of  attendances  was  1089 . 32  patients  were  examined  post-natally 

during  the  year. 


Relaxation  Classes. 

Relaxation  classes  for  expectant  mothers  are  held  at  Pontefract  and 
Featherstone  clinics. 

These  have  continued  to  be  fairly  well  attended  and  the  number-  of 
attendances  at  these  Clinics  during  the  year  was  354. 

Institutional  Midvri. f ery. 

Patients  from  this  Division  are  admitted  to  either  the  Castleford 
Maternity  Home  or  to  the  Southmoor  Maternity  Unit,  Hemsworth. 

During  the  year  accommodation  was  provided  for  all  applicants  having 
their  first  baby,  and  for  all  those  with  home  conditions  unsuitable  for  a 
domiciliary  confinement.  Of  the  remaining  applicants  a high  proportion 
were  allotted  beds. 


CHILD  . ALFuRE . 

There  are  County  owned  clinics  at  Pontefract,  Featherstone  and 
Knot ting ley.  A mobile  caravan  type  clinic  visits  the  Parishes  of  Whitley 
Bridge,  Y/omersley,  Eggborough,  Brotherton,  Kellington,  Heck,  Hensall,  Monk 
Pryston  and  Pairburn  in  the  Osgoldcross  Rural  District,  at  fortnightly 
intervals. 

During  i960,  2731  children  attended  at  clinics  and  they  made  20,769 
attendances.

Luring  the  year  99  babies  weighing  5i~  lbs.  or  less  were  born 
in  hospitals  or  nursing  homes  to  mothers  normally  resident  in  the 
Division,  and  25  were  born  at  home. 


SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 


The  periodic  me .i cal  examination  of  the  four  age  groups  i.e.  the 
entrants  (5  years  + ),  second  age  group  (7  years  +),  intermediate  years 
(10  years  +)  and  leavers  (14  years  +)  continued  throughout  the  year  at 
49  schools  in  the  Division. 


Re-examination  of  children  who,  at  previous  periodic  or  special 
examinations  had  been  found  to  have  defects,  were  made  at  each  school 
medical  inspection.  During  the  year  3845  periodic  inspections  and  1264 
re-examinations  were  carried  out.

hr.  X.  M.  Mayall  holds  fortnightly  sessions  at  the  Central  Clinic, 
Pontefract,  for  children  from  this  Division.  During  the  year  hr.  Mayall 
held  28  sessions  and  saw  131  children.  In  all,  the  children  made  312 
attendances. 


Orthopaedic  Clinics 


Mr.  R.  W.  L.  Calderwood,  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  holds  a monthly 
clinic  at  the  Central  Clinic,  Pontefract,  and  .during  the  year  10  sessions 
were  held.  94  children  were  se^.n  at  these  clinics  and  the  total  number 
of  attendances  made  was  117.

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  is  ('fibred  for  the  first  time  to 
all  children  ii.  the  year  of  their  13  th.  birthday*  .71  th  the  consent  of 
the  parents,  a test  is  performed  to  see  if  the  child  has  already  encountered 
the  germ  of  Tuberculosis.  Ij.  it  has  done  so,  no  further  action  is  taken, 
as  it  is  assumed  that  the  child  is  acquiring  a natural  immunity.  If, 
however,  the  tost  indicates  that  the  child  has  not  encountered  tubercle 
bacillus,  then  vaccination  is  carried  out. 

The  age  of  13  years  has  been  chosen  because  at  this  age  the  natural 
resistance  to  the  disease  tends  to  drop  and  it  is  hoped  to  confer  protection 
during  the  years  of  increased  risk. 


In  aduition,  vaccination  is  offered  each  year  to  those  pupils  over 
the  age  of  13  years,  who  have  rjreviously  been  absent  or  whose  parents  have 
not  consented.  Each  child  has  therefore,  a continuing  opportunity  to  be 
vaccinated  before  leaving  school.

Before  a Home  Help  can  be  provided,  a form  of  application  must  be 
signed  by  the  head  of  the  household  on  which  he  undertakes  either  to  pay 
the  whole  cost  of  the  service  or  to  give  a statement  of  his  income  and  agree 
to  pay  the  assessed  charge  according  to  the  County  Council  scheme. 

Under  no  circum stances  can  a Home  Help  be  used  as  a sitter-in  and  the 
amount  of  assistance  which  a patient  is  granted  is  related  strictly  to  the 
amuunt  of  domestic  work  which  is  required  to  be  done.

Vaccination  and  Immunisation  in  Schools, 


In  1962  the  school  immunisation  programme  was  extended  to  include 
protection  against  Tetanus.  There  has  been  growing  emphasis  for  this  in 
recent  years  and  it  can  now  be  a,  ministered  in  a combined  form  with 
Diphtheria. 

By  the  end  of  1966  out  of  a school  population  of  11,107  children, 

9,836  had  received  protection  against  Diphtheria  representing  88.46^0  of  the 
population,  whilst  in  the  five  years  that  Tetanus  protection  has  been 
available,  8,932  (80. 50?t)  children  have  been  immunised  against  Tetanus. 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  also  introduced  into  the  school 
programme  in  1964  in  order  to  improve  the  immunity  rate.  9,937  school 
children  are  now  protected  against  this  disease,  representing  88.93^  of 
the  school  population. 

The  ready  co-operation  of  the  headteachers  is  v>.ry  much  appreciated 
in  these  schemes,  the  success  of  which  is  shown  in  the  high  immunity  rates 
achieved  amongst  school  children. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox. 

During  1966,  438  primary  vaccinations  against  Smallpox  were  carried 

out. 

The  Child  Neglected  in  its  Own  Home. 

Quarterly  meetings  of  the  Co-ordinating  Committee  for  the  care  of  the 
child  neglected  in  its  own  home  were  held. 

These  meetings  attended  by  representatives  of  the  Health,  Welfare, 
Education  and  Children' s Departments  of  the  County  Council,  the  Health  and 
Housing  Departments  of  the  County  District  Councils,  together  with  the 
Probation  Oflicer,  N.S.P.C.C.  Inspector  and  National  Assistance  Board 
Officer,  were  helpful  in  providing  an  interchange  of  information  and  a 
co-ordinated  approach  to  the  individual  case. 
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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  to  you  my  report  for  the  year  1966. 

The  preparation  of  the  report  has  once  again  boen  long  delayed, 
which  I regret,  but  trust  will  not  occur  again  following  the  recent 
addition  to  the  staff. 

Every  attempt  was  made  to  carry  out  the  duties  allocated  to  the 
department  and  the  information  requested  by  the  Minister  of  Health 
is  given  in  the  report.  Other  matters  dealt  with  have  been  omitted 
for  the  sake  of  brevity  and  to  prevent  further  delay. 

In  conclusion  I would  thank  all  who  assisted  me  throughout  the 
year,  particularly  my  own  staff  and  that  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.

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SANITARY  CIRCUIiSTaHCES  . 


VAiTAR  SUPPLY. 

All  dwellings  in  the  district  are  connected  to  the  mains  water  supply 
which  is  obtained  from  the  Wakefield  and  District  Water  Board.  In  general, 
complaints  are  made  direct  to  the  responsible  Officers  of  the  Board  so  that 
this  Department’s  knowledge  of  alleged  inadequacy  is  usually  limited  to 
those  cases  where  private  service  pipes  are  at  fault.  The  supply  to  the 
Purs ton  area  was  improved  by  the  laying  of  a new  6”  main  feeding  into  the 
existing  system. 

Weekly  chemical  and  bacteriological  samples  are  taken  by  the  Board’s 
Chemist | of  the  raw  water,  of  watex-  chlorinated  but  not  filtered,  and  of 
water  entering  the  supply  after  find  treatment.  Immediate  check  samples 
are  taken  of  any  proving  unsatisfactory,  the  chlorine  doseage  is  increased 
and  the  matter  fully  investigated.  Any  new  mains  are  cleared  by  the  Chemist 
before  being  brought  into  use. 

Two  samples  were  taken  by  the  Department  from  taps  at  a dwelling  house 
after  complaints  from  the  occupier.  Both  samples  were  satisfactory. 

In  early  1966  the  source  of  water  for  your  district  was  changed.  At 
source  this  water  is  more  acid  than  the  original  supply  so  that  to  obtain 
a stable  p.H.  value,  the  final  level  is  maintained  at  9 to  9.5. 

As  before,  the  fluoride  content  is  negligible,  never  exceeding  0.1 

P # p #311# 


Following  the  change  of  source  complaints  were  received  from  domestic 
consumers  of  heavy  staining  of  clothes,  when  dried  in  spin  dryers.  This 
proved  to  be  caused  by  iron  oxide  and  exhaustive  tests  and  enquiries  were 
made  by  the  Board's  Chemist  before  the  problem  was  solved. 

SWUJLiING  BATHS. 

The  swimming  bath  at  St.  Wilfrid's  R.C.  High  School  is  in  use  through- 
out the  school  year,  whilst  the  Lister  Baths  open  from  April  to  September. 

The  Lister  Baths  comprise  two  pools,  one  large  and  one  small  and  the 
school  has  one  pool  only.  The  water  is  drawn  initially  from  the  public 
mains  and  is  maintained  in  satisfactory  condition  in  both  cases  by  fully 
automatic  treatment  plant,  the  water  at  the  Lister  Baths  being  changed 
every  three  hours  and  at  the  school  every  six  hours. 

Chlorine  content  and  p.H.  value  are  checked  three  times  daily  by  the 
respective  responsible  officers. 

The  total  number  of  bacteriological  samples  taken  was  164  of  which 
154  were  satisfactory.  In  addition  82  samples  were  taken  as  Laboratory 
checks  on  p.H.  value  and  chlorine  content. 

SANITARY  ACCOiG'.ODdTION  AND  DRAINAGE. 


During  1966  79  additional  water  closets  were  provided  for  existing 
dwellings  by  improvements.  In  some  cases  this  would  eliminate  the 
existing  external  water  closets,  but  accurate  figures  of  this  are  not 
available.  148  water  closets  were  constructed  with  new  dwellings.

The  planned  works  to  eliminate  the  Old  Snydale  Sewage  Works  and  enlarge 
the  South  Featherstone  works  were  not  commenced.  The  Old  Snydale  Sewage  Worm 
are  classified  as  unsatisfactory.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Apart  iron  one  home  isolation  case  of  Scarlet  Fever,  investigation  of 
infectious  diseases  was  confined  to  Sonnei  Dysentery  and  Salmonella 
infections.  In  each  case  a check  on  food  handlers  was  made  and 
specimens  collected  for  examination  as  necessary.  In  all,  34  specimens 
v/ere  collected. 


INSECT  INFESTATIONS . 


Although  the  occasional  cases  of  bed  bug  infestation  are  still  found, 
these  rarely  are  of  a major  nature.  Instead  complaints  now  usually  relate 
to  flies,  wasps,  bees  and  other  flying  insects. 

All  complaints  reo."  re  attention  and  unusual  insects  identified. 


; 'CIInON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  within  the  district. 

hOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

There  are  no  caravans  or  sites  licenced  under  the  Act.  Two  caravans 
are  occupied  with  Planning  permission  but  are  exempt  from  the  provisions 
of  the  Act. 

Certain  sites  throughout  the  district  are  occupied  from  time  to  time 
by  itinerants.  These  people  live  under  primitive  conditions,  and  seem  to 
have  no  wish  to  settle  down.  The  sites  are  usually  in  a disgusting  state 
when  they  leave. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


The  rodent  control  service  continued  to  function  efficiently. 

In  view  of  previous  record  of  rat-free  sewers,  a sewer  treatment 
during  1966  was  not  considered  necessary  by  the  ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food. 

All  other  Council  property  receives  constant  attention  so  that 
infestations  are  kept  to  a minimum.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  END  DISPOSAL. 


Two  vehicles  were  in  regular  use  for  refuse  collection,  with  the  spare 
vehicle  being  brought  into  service  when  necessary. 


Every  attempt  was  made  to  maintain  a weekly  collection  throughout  the 
year,  but  on  occasions  delays  were  inevitable  due  to  sickness  and  inclement 
weather  together  with  the  smaller  capacity  of  the  spare  vehicle  when  this 
was  used  during  periods  of  breakdown. 

Disposal  was  by  tipping  which  again  was  restricted  throughout  the  year 
to  the  one  site  where  farm  land  is  being  reclaimed. 

CESSPOOL  iJ'ID  GULLY  EMPTYING. 

The  houses  served  by  cesspools  are  mainly  concentrated  in  two  areas, 
namely  Eckton  Wood  Pastures  and  part  of  .uckworth  Road,  Purston,  with  a few 
others  in  isolated  parts  of  the  district,  is.il  the  cesspools  are  emptied 
regularly  by  the  cesspool/gully  machine,  which  is  also  used  for  street  gully 
cleansing  on  the  Council’s  roads. 

This  machine  proves  extremely  useful  in  dealing  with  serious  drain  or 
sewer  stoppages  and  on  occasions  when  flooding  takes  place.  It  is  also 
used  as  a snowplough.

SMOKE  CONTROL. 

DOMESTIC 

The  installation  of  appliances  capable  of  burning  solid  smokeless  fuels 
of  the  types  which  were  available  continued  in  new  and  improved  dwellings. 
Some  new  houses  are  fitted  with  central  heating  systems  and  Jaglin  Court  is 
heated  entirely  by  electricity.  New  Priory  was  completed  and  occupied  in 
1966.  The  solid  fuel  central  heating  system  also  provides  a small  district 
heating  system  for  15  adjacent  aged  persons'  bungalows.  ^11  future  aged 
persons'  dwellings  are  to  be  planned  on  similar  lines. 

INDUSTRIAL 


The  two  brickworks  are  still  hand-fired  coal  burning. 

The  scrap  cable  recovery  plant  is  fitted  with  a purpose  built,  oil- 
fired  furnace.  This  plant  is  controlled  by  H.K.  alkali  Inspectorate. 

All  other  industrial  plant  is  either  automatically  coal-fired,  oil- 
fired,  gas-fired  or  electrified.
